Courts To Decide on Conied- 
erate Pensions. 

The poor old Ooafedeiateo are haviag 
a bard tioM geUiag the ooaall peaoien 

of 910 a month voted them by the last 
Legislature. The act provides a resi- 
dence in the Slate of at least Hve years, 
a year's service in the war bet w. •en the 
StMOO, or until ihd close of the war, 
precAadao a paaai m lo votorono worth 
as mueh as 9i.0W ia pnpony, or aa in- 
come of 9900 a yoar, aad thooo with 
wives able lo sapport tfaem, or are them- 
selves capable of making a living. Il 
lakes much time and considerable ex- 
pense to prove up a claim, as ihe facts 
are not always easily procurab'e. 

Up to this lime ooitiiag haa been paid 
on them, as there ia ao moao y in the 
treaiury available for the parpeeo. and 
it looks now like they will bo held up by 
the slow processes of the courts. Tbe 
bonding companies, which make Audit- 
or Bosworth's bond, have raised tbe 
question of validity of the claima, and 
that ofBeial haa reronrod it to Attorney 
Qeaeral Oaraett. who wll^ a( oonr s e , 
pass tbe question up to the eoarta for 
Anal adjudication. 

There are several provisions in tbe 
constitution which seem to be against 
the peiuion law, but this one is relied 
on by the objectors. The Bill of Rigbu 
provldoo: "that ao giaat of osdnsive 
separate pablie oamlBmonto or privileg- 
es shall be made to any maa or set of 
men except in consideration of public 
service." In States which have granted 
pensions lo the Confederate veterans 
whore a similar conalitatiooal provision 
exista, Ihe qnoailon haa boon oouled in 
tavoroftltaMoaldioro. Baltba ques- 
ihm ia difforoat ia Koatacky. The 
States referred to seceded from the Un 
ion and were a part of tbe Confederacy. 
Military service was therefore a public 
service for tbe Sta es, whereas Ken 
lucky did aft oeeede and Confederate 
service aujr not bo rogwdod ao tbo ser- 
viee Boeeooaiy to ovoroo m o tbo oonsti- 
intkMal pcobibitton. 

There are also other stelions in the 
basic law which some think will con- 
flict with tbe Legislative enactment, es- 
pecially thai which prohibits class leg- 
isiatioa. Uaujr. iboroforo, bo a k>ng 
lime b oaoo boTofo tbo poor oM fellows 
get their pittance that a grateful and 
sympathetic people desire they should 
enjoy. Many of ttiem are in need of the 
necessities of life, and il is a shame 
that itaey should be denied a decent sup- 
port, when the government io ao liberal 
with tboee who roo p oadod to tbo call of 
arma.- It ia to be Imped that the ques- 
tion can be aatiafaetorily settled aad the 
veterans of tbo lool oaasa MMiao their 
jusl due.

8. Lock, of this city, who is invaetigat- 

ing the hookworm parasite in Kentucky 
under ihe direction of the Rockefeller 
Lkimmissioii and the State Hoard of 
Health, has just concluded a twenty- 
foar-day inveatigstlon at Berea, Madison 
coaaty, and raporu tbaerasade for the 
eradication of the diaeasa tha BMat soe- 
cessful yet conducted. A total of 2,147 
examinations were made in Berea, rep- 
resenting 75 per cent of the ciiu nship 
and school attendance of thai city. Of 
this number, 425 were fonnd to ba af- 
flicted witb hookworm disease ia varioas 
stages, 497 with ronodworm, M with 
whipworm and 37 with dwarf upeworm. 
The number of those altlicied, according 
to Dr. Lock, is lighter proportionaiely 
than investigations have shown in many 
other sections of the State. The infec 
tkm among stadenU of Boraa CoUh* 
College was found to ba a pa r eaat.
